By Co-op In 3 Counties 

Bernard Hill, manager of 
Mountain Rural Telephone Co¬ 
operative at West Liberty, an 
nounced Wednesday that John¬ 
son Construction Co. of Clarks¬ 
ville, Miss, will start construe- 
(ion next week of 186 miles of 
new outside plant in three of 
the four counties served by the 
co-op. 

Hill also announced that the 
co-op’s new microwave system 
has been in operation two 
weeks providing subscribers in 
the West Liberty, Sandy Hook, 
Ezel, and Jcptha exchanges with 
an unlimited number of long 
distance circuits between West 
Liberty and Morehcad. 

Implementation of direct dial¬ 
ing (DDD) is slated to become 
operational in the West Liber 
ty, Jcptha. and Ezel exchanges 
the week of Aug. 9, Hill said 
and added that subscribers in 
the Sandy Hook exchange will 
have DDD service early in 
September. 

Special equipment for direct 
distance dialing, installed by 
the Stromberg-Carlson Co., of 
Rochester, N. Y., is currently 


| being tested in the three Mor¬ 
gan County exchanges, Hill 
said. 

The co-op already provides 
j DDD in the Campton, Freneh- 
j burg, and Hazel Green exchang- 

! es. 

Hill said that the new con¬ 
struction of outside plant will 
include 14 miles of underground 
cable in Elliott County and 172 
miles of aerial cable in Morgan 
and Menifee Counties. 

The new construction, to 
cost $293,000 "will ultimately 
mean 1,200 new telephone sub¬ 
scribers,” Hill said The new 
services and new construction 
are part of a $ 1.2 million im¬ 
provement program for the co¬ 
op made possible by an REA 
loan.

3,132.25 Acres Of 
Morgan Woodland 
Burned In Spring 

Morgan County Fire Warden 
Marion Rowland reports that 
the past spring “was one of 
the worst spring fire seasons” 
in several years. 

Rowland said 63 reported 
fires in (Morgan County burn¬ 
ed over a total of 3.132.25 acres 
of woodland last spring. This 
is 1.90 percent of the 164,562 
acres of woodland under the 
county fire warden’s jurisdic¬ 
tion, he said. 

Though as usual more and 
biggar fires were reported in 
the eastern portion of the 
county. Rowland said that fires 
■were spread ‘‘pretty evenly” 
over the county in the spring. 
The average fire, he said burn¬ 
ed over 49.72 acres. 

One fire which burned for 
several days in the Williams 
Creek and Coffee Creek sec¬ 
tions burned ovct 975 acres 
on Bear Branch. Stingy Fork. 
Peters Cave Branch, and ajso 
burned large acreages in Ma¬ 
goffin County, Rowland said.

If any of those who are now 
members are victims of an acci¬ 
dent or need blood during sur¬ 
gery for transfusions they 
could receive the blood any¬ 
where within the continental 
United States without the high 
cost of purchasing it, Bliffen 
said. The only cost would be a 
small fee for processing the 
blood, and this fee is covered 
by most hospitalization insur¬ 
ance policies. 

Charter membership in the 
Morgan County Blood Bank is 
open through July 22, Bliffen 
reminded. That is the date 
scheduled for the Bloodmobile 
to visit Morgan County for the 
first round of blood donations 
by members. 

Naomi Finch, secretary of 
the organization, currently is 
contacting all members who 
are scheduled to donate blood, 
at that time. Those giving blood 
will do so between 1 and 7 p.m. 
in the basement of the West 
Liberty Christian Church Blif 
fen said. 

In addition to those schedul¬ 
ed to give blood (one pint), 
volunteer donors are encourag 
ed to tome at any time to give 
Mood, especially college stu¬ 
dents who may be in school 
when the next Bloodmobile is 
scheduled to come. 

Those volunteers will become 
charter members automatically 
and can cover ail members of 
their immediate families or ot¬ 
hers who they may designate 
•is beneficiaries (for a total of 
five). 

The actual blood donation re¬ 
quires only about five minutes, 
Bliffen said. There will be a 
few medical questions to he 
answered and light refresh¬ 
ments will he provided each 
donor after the blood donation

Center Will Be Part 
Of New Morgan Co. 
High School At Index 

Congressman Carl D. Perkins 
informed Morgan County School 
officials Monday that the Ap¬ 
palachian Regional Commission 
has approved grants totaling 
$400,000 for construction and 
acquisition of equipment for 
the Morgan County Vocational 
School to be located at Index. 

The new school, which will 
serve Morgan and Elliott Coun¬ 
ties, will replace the existing 
West Liberty facility in the 
old NYA shop building which 
lias been declared “unsuitable.” 

Of the $400,000 in ARC 
grants, $304,000 is for construc¬ 
tion and $96,000 is for acquisi¬ 
tion of equipment. 

Total construction cost is 
$480,000 and total cost for ac¬ 
quisition of equipment is $ 120 ,- 
000 . 

The ARC grants total 80 per¬ 
cent of the total cost with the 
remaining 20 percent to be pro¬ 
vided by local and state sourc¬ 
es. 

Morgan school officials say 
the state will provide $24,000 
through the Department of Vo¬ 
cational Education and that the 
remainder of the local share 
will be the obligation of the 
county board of education. 

The new vocational center 
v'ill be part of a new $2 mil¬ 
lion county high school-voca¬ 
tional training complex to be 
constructed on a 25-acre site 
purchased by the board of ed¬ 
ucation from Dr. L. C. Long at 
Index. 

Architectural plans for the 
new school have been prepared 
by Donald B. Shelton and Asso¬ 
ciates of Lexington and adver¬ 
tising for construction bids is 
expected in the near future, 
local school officials say. 

The new high school will 
! make possible a long-range 
plan by school officials to pro¬ 
vide high school students with 
I vocational training along with 
their academic studies. Under 
I the plan, students who so dc- 
| sire will be able to obtain re¬ 
gular high school credits for 
[ their vocational studies in the 
fields of drafting, auto median- 
; ics, auto body repair, electron¬ 
ics, electricity, welding and ot- 
j tiers. 

The vocational center also 
will provide regular adult vo¬ 
cational training in various 
fields. 

School planners say that the 
first phase of construction will 
he on the academic portion of 
the new educational complex.

West liberty is one of 28 
Kentucky towns :rnd cities 
which have an existing water 
supply problem, according to a 
Kentucky Water Resources Pro¬ 
gram released in Frankfort last 
week. 

The program, prepared by 
the Division of Water of the 
state Department of Natural 
Resources, is a summary of the 
state's first “Framework State 
Water Plan" due to be publish¬ 
ed in the next few months. 

A city or town is considered 
to have an existing water-supply 
problem if its demand would 
not be met by the minimum 
average historical stream flow 
for seven consecutive days. 

Though auxiliary pumps must 
sometimes be employed in ex¬ 
tremely dry seasons, West Lib¬ 
erty’s main water-supply prob¬ 
lem stems from inadequate 
water treatment facilities. The 
town some years ago outgrew 
its 35-year-old water plant, ac¬ 
cording to a state Department 
of Health report released a few 
years ago.

Ten trucks are 
operating to haul the coal to 
Kentucky Power's Big Sandy 
generating plant six miles down 
river from Louisa. Between 600 
and 1,000 tons are strip-mined 
a day. 

The Houston company also is 
building a big tipple and C & O 
is building a siding so that deep 
mining can be started this win¬ 
ter. Dan Day of Ashland, who 
is in charge of mining, says 
when deep mining is started, 
there will upward of 400 min¬ 
ers at work in the Old Peach 
Orchard area, and that the coal 
will be shipped out over the 
C & O. 


In the 1870’s a railroad known 
as the Chattaroi was built from 
Catlottsburg up Sandy to Peach 
Orchard in southern Lawrence 
county to haul out the coal 
from deep mining operations at 
Peach Orchard. Later, the C & 
O bought the Chattaroi and ex¬ 
tended it on up Sandy to tap 
richer coal fields in Johnson, 
Floyd and Pike, and the Peach 
Orchard mines gradually ceas¬ 
ed production. 

But now the Peach Orchard 
territory again is producing 
coal — and there’s a 20 year 
supply. It all started last win¬ 
ter when Houston a business¬ 
man bought some 8.000 acres 
from Phil Preece of Louisa for 
$900,000 The Quintana Petro¬ 
leum Corp. of Houston contract 
ed with Cinco Coal Company of 
Weston, W. Va., to do the min¬ 
ing.
